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College Street. This is one of the thoroughfares of 
York, more interesting to the lounger than the busy man. 
Old houses, with overhanging upper stories, look down on 
a square garden of grass and trees, and there comes 
through under its gate-house hardly a stir of the busy life 
of Parliament Street and the Shambles. 
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
